Greetings, and please forgive the impersonal email. I am a media consultant with the Podesta Group in 
Washington, and one of my clients is Prime Minister Sali Berisha of Albania, who will be hosting a US-Albania 
Investor Forum in New York City on Sept. 19, and ringing the closing bell at NASDAQ on Sept. 20. I would 
like to invite you and your organization to attend and cover one or both of these events. 

• The Investor Forum will be at the 3 West Club, 3 West 51 st St. (across from Rockefeller Center 
and Radio City Music Hall.) on Monday, Sept. 19, 2011, from 9 am to 6:30 pm. The Prime Minister 
will address the forum with brief remarks at about 9:15 am. He will be available to talk to the press 
afterward if you advise me in advance that you wish to speak to him so it can be scheduled. 

• The NASDAQ bell ringing will be at the NASDAQ MarketSite, 4 Times Square (at the corner 
of 43 rd and Broadway) on Tuesday, Sept. 20, 2011. Media will be allowed to enter the market site 
at about 3:30 pm; the ceremony lasts about 30 minutes. Because of scheduling issues, media 
wishing to interview PM Berisha on site must arrange that with me in advance, ideally before COB 
Thursday, Sept. 15. 

A more detailed program for the investor forum is attached. Other speakers and panelists at the forum include 
Congressman Eliot Engei (D-NY); Coca-Coia Chairman and CEO Muhtar Kent; Bechtei President 
David Welch; a variety of US and Albanian business leaders and several Albanian Cabinet Ministers. There 
will be four roundtable discussions: Doing Business in Albania; Investing in Energy and Natural Resources; 
Investing in Infrastructure and Telecommunications; and Investing in Tourism. A DRAFT program with times 
is attached.
